DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: "punch 
lOhaving" in line 21, page 27 should be written as —punch 10 having--; "stator coil 41" 
in line 24 of page 28, line 19 of page 29, line 15 of page 30, should be written as 
stator core™; "connection housing 41" in lines 18, 20, 23, and 25 of page 28; lines 14, 
18 and 20 of page 29, lines 7, 9,1 1 , 14. 18 and 23 of page 30 should be written as --- 
connection housing 40™. 

Appropriate connection is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 11-18 are objected to because of the minor infornnalities. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "the outer end" in line 5, "the 
inner end" in line 6, "the inner surface" in line 14, "said one connected core section" in 
line 11 and "the connection gap" in line 18. The "dovetail connections" in line 16 should 
be written as ~ dovetailed connections ™ to be consistent with "dovetailed connection" 
in line 18. 

Regarding claim 12, there is no antecedent basis for "the outer end" in line 5, "the 
inner end" in line 6, "the inner surface" in line 14, "said one connected stator core" in line 
11 and "the connection gap" in line 18. The "dovetail connections" in line 16 should be 
written as — dovetailed connections — to be consistent with "dovetailed connection" in 
line 19. 
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Regarding claim 17, there is no antecedent basis for "the outer end" in line 4, "the 
inner end" in line 6, "the inner surface" in line 9, "the outer surface" and "said metallic 
connection housing" in lines 7 and 8, "the outer surface side" and "the metallic 
connection housing" in lines 10 and 1 1 , "the dovetailed connections" and "the metallic 
connection housing" in lines 12 and 13, "the connection gap" and "the dovetailed 
connections" in line 14; "engagement recess comprising:" should be written as 
engagement recess™. 

Claims 13-16 and 18 are dependent claims. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 11-18 would be allowable if claims 11,12 and 17 are rewritten or 
amended to overcome the objections set forth in this Office action. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 12, the prior art of record does not show a core section 
formed by a plurality of split core blocks (or magnetic pole tooth as in claim 12) radially 
arranged, each of the split core blocks (or magnetic pole tooth as in claim 12) having a 
body portion with an inner end and an outer end, a support portion being provided at the 
inner end of the body portion and having an engagement recess, a metallic connection 
housing having engagement protrusions at outer surface thereof; wherein the 
engagement protrusions provided on the outer surface of said metallic connection 
housing is inserted into the corresponding engagement recess provided on an inner 
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surface of the support portion of corresponding split core block (or magnetic pole tooth 
as in claim 12), and the split core blocks (or magnetic pole tooth as in claim 12) are 
connected to said metallic connection housing for dovetailed connection, each 
engagement protrusion of said metallic connection housing is plastically deformed by 
punching from the axial direction to remove connection gap existing at each of the 
dovetailed connections. 

Regarding claim 17, the prior art of record does not show a method of making a 
stator core a core using a plurality of split core blocks radially arranged, each of the split 
core blocks having a body portion with an inner end and an outer end, a support portion 
being provided at the inner end of the body portion and having an engagement recess, 
a metallic connection housing having engagement protrusions at outer surtace thereof; 
wherein the engagement protrusions provided on the outer surface of said metallic 
connection housing is inserted into the corresponding engagement recess provided on 
an inner surface of the support portion of corresponding split core block, and the split 
core blocks are connected to said metallic connection housing for dovetailed 
connection, each engagement protrusion of said metallic connection housing is 
plastically deformed by punching from the axial direction to remove connection gap 
existing at each of the dovetailed connections.
